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Tariff Propositions In Servate 


Tho Introduction of a maximum 


and minimum tariff proposition In the 
senate and Its discussion lends Inter- 
est to a statement recently published 
by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics 
regarding the maximum and mini- 
mum tariffs of tlio world and their 
method of application. 


Tho maximum and minimum tariff 


system. It says. Is distinguished from 
others, first of all. In Its form. 
In- 


stead of having two rates on most 
articles on which duties are Imposed 
and for this reason Is 
.frequently 


called the double tariff system. 
In 
the application of thcso rates the 
maximum 
schedule corresponds to 


the general schedule and the mini- 
mum schedule to the conventional 
schedule of conventional tariffs, since 
tho minimum rates are given only 
to those countries -which receive the 
most-favored-nation treatment. 
The 


characteristic difference between tho 
two systems, however arises from the 
difference In their origin. 
The mini- 


mum schedule Is not drawn up by ne- 
gotiations between the executive of 
two countries, but Is framed by tho 
legislative body at i.ic samo time that 
the maximum schedule Is made. That 
is, the legislative power fixes two 
rates of duty on caca article In the 
tariff. 
The higher rate Is tho ono 


which Hxes the maximum extent to 
which those articles may be taxed on 
entering tho country; tho lower, or 
minimum rate. Is the ono which fixes 
the minimum qxtent to wuich tho du- 
ty may be lowered. 
If It IB desired 


to make commercial treaties at any 
time, these two rates show tho exact 
limits between which the treaty rates 
aro to be flxed. 


The countries at present using a 


multiple or maximum and minimum 
tariff system arc Spain. France, IJra- 
zll, Greece and Norway. 


Spain's Tariff 


Tho present tariff of Spain dates 


from 1892, when the commercial trea- 
ties were denounced and a consis- 
tent scheme of double rates 
was 


drawn up. 
At the same time the 


Spanish administration announced Its 
Intention of no longer making un- 
conditional 
most 
Aavored 
na- 


tion 
treaties. 
Commercial 
rela- 


tions 
with 
other 
countries 
at 


onco 
become 
strained. 
A 
tar- 


iff 
war broke 
out with Germany, 


and the penalty tariffs of 
several 


countries were applied to 
Spanish 


goods. 
Tho relations at present ore 


mainly on tho basis of a provisional 
most-favored-nation treatment. 


In Russia 
In 1S93 Russia adopted a system 


somewhat similar to that of France. 


Instead of having a special rate on 
each article, however, as was tho 
caso In the French law, tho Russian 
tariff maue tho 
general 
sc Jdule 


(which was In use prior to 1892) tho 
minimum schedule of tho new tariir, 
and placed Increases ranging as high 
as 30 per cent, over tho minimum. 
Russia was not able to hold up tho 
plan In Its entirety, and was com- 
pelled to mako commercial treaties 
with France and Germany. In which 
reductions on tho minimum 
rates 


were given. 
At present, therefore, 


Russia's tariff system Is composed of 
a maximum, n minimum, and a con- 
ventional schedule. 
Tho convention- 


al rates are given to countries having 
most-favorcd-natlon agreements, tho 
minimum rates to other 
countries, 


while the maximum rates aro Intend- 
ed to be used In case of a tariff war. 


Brazilian Tariff 


The Hrazlllan tariff of 1000 Is ar- 


ranged in a manner similar to 
tho 


JltiBslan. 
The tariff contains maxi- 


mum and minimum rates, the Inner 
to be applied to Imports from tiiese 
countries which treat Brazilian ex- 
ports, especially coffee, on a favor- 
able basts. 


Greece 


The experience of Greece with tho 


minimum rates, but the later commor- 
been similar to that of Russia. 
The 


law of 189" provided maximum and 
minimum rates, ut the later commer- 
cial treaties reduced tho latter, so 
that at present tho rates applied to 
most-favorcd-natlon countries are par- 
tially tho conventional rates 
and 


partially the minimum rates. 


In Norway tho maximum rates are 


Intended to be used only In cnso Nor- 
wegian goods are treated less fav- 
orably than those of any other coun- 
try—that Is, these rates aro to bo 
used In caso of a tariff war. 


France Prominent 


Although Spain was tho first coun- 


try to attempt to use tho system or 
maximum and 
minimum 
tariffs. 


France may bo regarded as tho coun- 
try which has given the system Its 
present prominence. 
Tho first ef- 


forts to have It adopted as tho tar- 
iff system of France were made by 31. 
Mellne early In the seventies anil 
again In 1881, but t.. attempts were 
unsuccessful: ten years later, howev- 
er, the demand for higher rates of 
duty became stronger and Mellno's 
party viewed tho plan with more fav- 
or. 
The method of having conven- 


tional tariffs with tho various coun- 
tries with which Franco had commer- 
cial Intercourse was the cause 
of 


much dissatisfaction at tho time, as 
the Investigation of the 
superior 


council of commerce showed. 
The 


existing treaties were denounced and 
Mellno's bill, after some modiHcatlons 
was adopted In January, 1892. 
Tho 


underlying Idea of uio plan was that 
tho legislative body should fix the 
limits of the tariff rates below which 
the executive could not go in tho 
effort to establish commercial con- 
nections with other countries. That 
Is, tho homo Industries wero to be 
assured that they would not be dis- 
turbed by any attempts to alter tho 
tariff rates In the minimum schedule 
and perfect stability of conditions was 
thus hoped for. 
On tho other hand. 


In order to mako a to tho advantage 
of foreign countries to grant conces- 
sion in Franco, In return for which 
they would receive tho rates of tho 
minimum tariff, li was supposed to 
make tho difference between tho max- 
imum and minimum rates as largo as 
possible, so that there would bo a 
gain If tho minimum rate were se- 
cured and a loss If It wero not. 
Tho 


author of this hill also desired that 
tho largest possible number of items 
should bo Included In the two sched- 
ules, as that would Increase tho pow- 
er of compelling other countries to 
grant low duties in return for 
tho 


rates of tho minimum tariff. 
If any 


country refused to grant cluier the 
most-favored-natlon 
treatment 
to 


French goods, or to apply tariff rates 
which tho French officials considered 
low enough, the maximum tariff rates 
wero to be imposed on all goods com- 
ing from or through that country. 


Rates Differ 


Tho rates of tho two tariffs differ 


by about 75 per cent.—that is, tho 
maximum rates average about 7f> per 
cent, higher than those of tho mini- 
mum tariff. 
Agricultural 
products 


were, however, given tho same rates 
In both tho maximum and minimum 
schedules. 
By special degree 
tho 


administration 
was 
authorized to 


grant the minimum tariff to all coun- 
tries which before 1892 had enjoyed 
tho conventional tariff and which af- 
ter that rtate had given French com- 
modities 
tho 
most-favorcd-natlon 


treatment. 
Accordingly, only Port- 


ugal was subjected to tho complete 
maximum tariff'and tho United States 
to part of It. 


Obtained Reductions 


The administration was not suc- 


cessful In maintaining the minimum 
tariff Intact; Switzerland was ablo 
to obtain reductions on some thirty 
articles after a tariff war of three 
years, while Russia secured some con- 
cessions for Its petroleum and Italy 
some reductions on miscellaneous ar- 
ticles.

fused to pay additional fare, where- 
upon he was violently ejected from 
the car.

The contiguous territory ot 
the 


United States Is supplying a large and 
growlnp market to the producers and 
manufacturers or the U. S. 
The Cct- 


ober statement of the Treasury Bur- 
eau of Statistics shows that the ship- 
to en t a of merchandise from the U. S. 
to Porto Rico In the 10 months ending 
•with October. 1002. amounted to prac- 
tically $10.000.000—a million dollars a 
month against C 3-4 millions In the 
corresponding months of last year. 
To the Philippines the shipments In 
the 10 months ending with October 
were over 4 million dollars, against 
a little over 3 millions In the corres- 
pondng months of last year, and 2% 
In the same months of. 1900. 
To 


the Hawaiian Islands the collection 
of statistics of shipments was only re- 
sumed with the month of June, and 
the figures therefore do not cover 
the 10 months' period as Is the case 
In the commerce with Porto 
Hlco 


and the Philippines; but the. annual 
shipments from the U. S. to the Ha- 
waiian Islands are estimated at about 
$20,000.000 per annum. 
To Alaska, 


the record of shipments was begun 
with June, and amounted during the 
4 months ending with October 
to 


nearly $3,000.000. 
Thp figures at 


hand for these four 
noncontiguous 


territories—Porto Rico, Hawaii, the 
Philippines and Alaska—Indicate that 
they will furnish during the coming 
year about to end a market for about 
$40.000.000 worth of tho products of 
the U. S., chiefly agricultural and 
manufactured products.

Family In Bed 


At the time of the fire Mr. Sennott

Mr. Sonnctt's llttlo daughter was 


found In tho smoke filled hall nt the 
head of tho stairs and carried out of 
the building to friends across 
tho 


street by E. B. Holmstreot. 
She was 


nearly overcome by tho dense smoke 
when taken from tho building. 


Caught From A Stove 


Tho lire Is supposed to have start- 


ed from an air tight wood 
stove, 


which was In tho kitchen 
located 


near the center of tho fiat on tho east 
side. 
It stood in a corner of tho 


room directly back of a door loading 
from the hallway and the blaze must 
have started from this door which 
openctl within a few Inches of 
the 


stove. 
The pine woodwork and fur- 


niture of the room made a quick tire 
and a dense smouo which It was al- 
most Impossible to penetrate. 


Started The Stove 


Milton Jenkins, a young man em- 


ployed by Mr. Sonnott. went 
up 


stairs about seven o'clock and started 
a fire In the stove.

Ho started up stairs to Investigate,

rushing down tho stairs to send In nn 
alarm. 
Oeorgo had boon awakened 


by the smoke nnd finding tho building 
on flro called to tho tamlly and then 
started for tho alarm box.

Independent of Grant. Three days aft-

The movement of Grant toward Vlekn- 


burp lacked rapidity for two reasons 
lie had to repair the railroads and tho 
bridges as he advanced southward for 
the purpose of keeping up rail com- 
munication with his base in Kentucky 
and with Memphis, on tlie Mississippi, 
the rendezvous for troops sent to re- 
enforce the army.

McClernaml. then stationed In Illinois 
was raising men for the purpose of ai 
expedition down the river. McC'lernuin! 
was of higher rank than Sherman ami 
had authority from the president and 
secretary of war to cuiiiinaml the river 
expedition Independent of Grant. 


In order to forestall McCliTiiaml 


Grant, who llnally got authority to el 
ther lead the troops he was to H 
with the expedition down the river ii 
per*on or appoint another to the task 
sent Sherman. 
Sherman'H Instruction 


were to take one j>f his own divisions 
and the troops of General Curtis, tliei 
nt Memphis, and proceed at once dowi 
the Mississippi and with tin: aid o 
the gunboats reduce tin? Confederati 
fortress, liy prompt action Sherman' 
expedition got tinder way before Mi: 
demand was ready, and he retained 
the chief command to the end. 


After Sherman had cut loose from 


Grant and the forces were separated 
there was a new problem for the com- 
mander In northern Mississippi. Should 
he be defeated in battle the Confeder- 
ates could overrun west Tennessee and 
even Kentucky nnd. onee In the mar 
of Sherman, destroy his supplies and 
take Memphis In his rear. The now 
situation, therefore. Imposed extra cflu- 
tlntt upon Grant. 
Against his own 


Judgment he hud divided his army In 
the face of tlie enemy, and cither wing 
was weaker than tin- enemy when he 
concentrated his strength, whleh ho 
could readily do. 
It was understood 


between Grant and Sherman that. In 
case I'emberton refused to stand for 
battle against Grant's column and 
marched back to Vlrksburg to check- 
mate Sherman. Grant would follow 
close on his heels nnd get Into position 
to attack the Confederate renr while 
Sherman engaged on the front. 


It was expected that Pcmbcrton 


would lo-jk llrst to the safety, of Vleks- 


nre him. 
Sherman's force wart Insignificant in 
ompared with all that Pomberton 
could marshal against him If he chosn

Traits of Scottish Character 


In tho Scot is blended more differ- 


ent strains of blood than any other 
race in the world.

cient Caledonian, the Gaelic, a touch
